Evolution of Law in a Stateless Society 
Bernhard Bierschenk 


Abstract When natural language is apprehended as a bio-kinematical system, it can be studied 
with Perspective Text Analysis (PTA). The strategy is based on the Agent-action-Objective 
[AaO] axiom which can manifest the dimensions of Intention and Orientation. But this 
requirement can be satisfied only under the condition that a particular text can be identified and 
subjected to analysis. This implies that the nature of the text becomes approachable. Getting its 
layout under experimental control presupposes a focus on string rotation and the establishment 
of lawful relations. It is demonstrated that angular articulations are characterising dynamical 
string movements. Their significance has been founded on the hypothesis that distance is a 
function of rotational acceleration and that spinors have the capacity to carry rotating string 
composites of varying complexity.

The American Staff behind the “IrishCentral.com” address proposed at the 15* of July 
2008 the possibility that a large group of ancient Egyptians had been in the position to visit 
Ireland. The Staff has based its arguments on the assumption of legends, myth and intriguing 
archaeological findings. Of particular import is the legend of the princess Scota (Walsh, 
1995), who is believed to be related to the Egyptian Pharaoh Tutankhaum but fled with her 
Greek husband and a large fleet of followers and arrived in Ireland about 1700 BC. According 
to a necklace of “Ancient Origins” which was found with remains of that time, the design 
matched the manufacturing of “Egyptian beads” of the kind found on a collar which were laid 
around the neck of Tutankhaum. It is believed that the princess was the half-sister of the 
pharaoh but she was killed in battle by the Tuatha De Danann (the tribe of Danu who are said 
to have established the site of Tara). According to Irish history, her descendants have become 
high kings of Ireland. 

Speculations about the roots of Egyptian kinship have been underpinned by DNA 
research that could provide evidence for the affinity of Scota with the people of the Middle 
East and possibly with ancient Egyptians. Moreover, the DNA of an early woman farmer 
showed that her genome originated in the Middle East. A reconstruction of her body did 
imply black hair and dark eyes much like the woman from southern Europe. 

Moreover, DNA research made it probable that men from the Pontic steppe made their 
way to Ireland and arrived during the Bronze Age, about 1,000 years later. A comparison of 
both kinds of genome showed that Irish men had the most common Y chromosome type and a 
genetic mutation, often called a Celtic disease. Epidemic research did indicate that the earliest 
Irish people were quite different from the Celtic inhabitants of the region before a great wave 
of people swept into Europe. Thus, genetics researchers have found evidence of mass 
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migration to Ireland thousands of years perhaps even before the introduction of a language, 
ancestral to Celtic tongues. In conclusion, Ireland is considered to have an intriguing genetic 
make-up and it has been concluded that the Irish people have the highest rates of variants that 
code for lactose intolerance, the western European Y chromosome and several important 
diseases. 

Murray Newton Rothbard (1926-1995) wrote about the basic political unit of ancient 
Ireland which was the “tuath”. According to him, all “freemen” who owned land, all 
professionals, and all craftsmen, were entitled to become members of a tuath. The members of 
a tuath did constitute an annual assembly, which decided all common policies, declared war 
or peace on other tuatha, and elected or deposed their “kings”. In contrast to primitive tribes, 
no one was stuck or bound to a given tuath, either because of kingship or geographical 
location. Individual members were free to leave and often did. Hence they could secede from 
a tuath and join a competing tuath (Rothbard, 1973, p. 240). 

What little evidence may be abstracted from archaeological sources, like fences, the 
oldest textual sources for Irish, the functioning of Irish settlements give at least a very general 
idea of the cultural evolution and actual social practice, dating back to the late Iron Age, i.e., 
roughly the last two centuries BC and the first century AD. This development seems to have 
taken place with the conventional date given as roughly 1000 BC (Higgins, 2015). 

Evolution of the Celtic law 

Irish law represents possibly the oldest surviving codified legal system in Europe and 
is believed to have Proto-Indo-European origins in common with the Hindu Eaws of Manu 
(Ellis Peter, 1999, p. 11). It is a unique legal inheritance and an independent indigenous 
system of advanced jurisprudence. The Code was fully evolved by the eight century according 
to Donnchadh O Corrain, National University of Ireland, Galway. However, no single theory 
as to the origin of early Irish law is universally accepted. It is expected that both the 
prehistoric and early medieval Irish and Welsh laws are local developments. While based on 
generally similar principles, they, together with various Celtic laws, represent legal 
evolutions, which took place to suit the requirements, emerging from interaction with 
different societies (Celtic laws in late prehistory, Wikipedia, 2018, December 11). 

Through an elaborate and voluntarily developed system of “insurance” or “sureties”, 
men were linked together by a variety of surety relationships which guaranteed one another 
for the righting of wrongs, and for the enforcement of justice and the decisions of a brehon. In 
a nutshell, the brehon himself was not involved in the enforcement of decisions which rested 
again with private individuals linked through sureties (Higgins, 2015). In particular, the form 
of the ancient law in Ireland has been defined as existing in a stateless society. To understand 
this phenomenon, one would like to consult Rothbard (1973) and Peden (2017) concerning 
their discussion of “stateless societies”. In contrast both authors discuss “statism” which 
implies a belief in the controlling state of either economic or social policy issues. 

In references to the mentioned authors, societies that are free from central power 
centres and consequently statism, have little use of resolute authorities. In a stateless society, 
most positions and social organizations do exist on a limited power basis. In this context, 
authorities have generally no permanently held positions and social bodies for the resolution 
of disputes are barely developed. On the other hand, the “Seancus Mor” has been compiled 
with the purpose to make the Brehon laws available to the general public of Ireland (Eaurence 
Ginnell, 1854-1923). Seancus Mor was compiled in the year 439 AD and edited under the 
direction of a committee of nine people: Three Kings, Three Bishops and Three EilJs. The 
four most illustrious of these nine were St. Patrick, apostle of Eire; Eaeghaire, the chief 
monarch of Eire; and Ros, the chief EilJ of Eire, at that time, and Benignus.The following 
citation gives a concise expression of the Irish law form:

the professional jurists were consulted by parties to disputes for advice as to what the law 
was in particular cases, and these same men often acted as arbitrators between suitors. They 
remained at all times private persons, not public officials; their functioning depended upon 
their knowledge of the law and the integrity of their judicial reputations." After the private 
judge, chosen by the disputants, has made his decision, how was the judgement - the 
compensation to the victim - enforced? Through an elaborate, voluntarily developed system of 
“insurance,” or sureties. Men were linked together by a variety of surety relationships by which 
they guaranteed one another for the righting of wrongs, and for the enforcement of justice and 
the decisions of the brehons. In short, the brehons themselves were not involved in the 
enforcement of decisions, which rested again with private individuals linked through sureties.

Celtic law is thus a stateless form of law like most customary law forms. Many attempts have 
been made to come to terms with the definition of “law”. However, up to date no acceptable 
definition nor any simple answer has been produced. In some cases, cognate terms are used 
for parallel practices but there is no generally accepted laws to be referred to either as Irish or 
other specific Celtic forms of law. 

The problem of becoming aware of the conditions of a stateless society requires an 
understanding of what kind of instructive efforts are needed in passing on the essentials 
underlying the given citation. This difficulty is intimately connected with an appropriate 
analysis of the “textual gait in writing” (I. Bierschenk, 2019). Moreover, an infinite number of 
degrees of freedom usually batters contemporary approaches to writing accounts. It derives 
from the fact that one’s native country and consequently one’s familiar environment remains 
unresolved and therefore is ambiguous and unknown. On the other hand, allowed degrees of 
freedom in competitiveness are governing one’s possibility of success. However, equal 
opportunity of success is non-achievable, because it would require an unlimited access to the 
production resources of a society. Thus, in a naturally developed society of a particular 
orientation, it is fundamentally impossible to model relevant factors of selection with any 
degree of precision. Therefore, the major assumption made is that the description of influence 
on the competitiveness and on the successfulness is non-attainable, therefore unknowable, and 
consequently non-distinguishable as long as the textual gait in the description is unknown. 

The underlying assumption is that the text producer’s sensibility in the pick-up of the 
societal “affordances” (Gibson, 1966, 1979) constrains perceptual resembling of the 
communal texture of Irish society. Since affordances are contextually specific, it is important 
to relate a text to its particular context. Therefore, properly attuned perception to situational 
circumstances will allow the sensible apprehension of a text. It follows that the transformation 
of information invariants will allow state attractors to incorporate intention and orientation 
through successive remoulding. Moreover, potential and free energy surfaces will emerge and 
provide for a strictly unified presentation of the order-relations of the involved information 
invariants. Thereby, it will be possible to abstract the morphogenesis of a paragraph and 
represent its structure space-related. 

The aim with the unfolded relations of the response surfaces in Figure 1 is to embed 
the kinetic energy flows state-related.

In contrast, the upper parts of the surfaces are all directing 
attention towards solid phases, i.e. facts. From the “Agent” point of view this means that its 
surface formation parallels the solidity of the surface of “Objective” to some degree. 

Kinetic Energy Surfaces 

In what way the Agent-action-Objective [AaO] formula is helpful in the experimental 
foundation of screening the implied Irish mentality is in the first place a question of being 
able to manifest the basics through the given citation. Hence, the significance of the 
information, related to a specific category of the mental prerequisites, may be picked up 
directly. However, the identity of a particular mental state depends on the perceived nature of 
the events involved and what remains invariant over change.

The flow dynamics in the Objective graph has produced a trajectory that is shaping a 
deep valley and is thereafter winding up with a path which is linking the transition states of 
the intervals to a rising edge. When arrested at the tip, formed by the first five intervals, the 
corresponding shape reflects the running speed of the involved composites. The composites of 
the following intervals are developing more slowly at their borders, compared to their centre 
and are consequently forming the deep basin. 

When the spaces of Agent and Objective are compared, it becomes obvious that the 
involved clocks have generated certain synchronising tendencies. For example, in relative 
coordination of the clock, governing the beta strand with the corresponding clock of the alpha 
strand, which is lowering the tempo in the rotation of the alpha strand, appears to result in an 
over-all clocking symmetry. Their theoretical significance is founded on the determination of 
language-specific periods and fraction of periods. The changes at different alterations are of 
course influenced by the timing and spacing that is characterizing the produced text. But to 
communicate through a text is also a matter of realising objectives as well as a particular 
outlook. 

Since different occasions of change have been made the basis for a measure on the 
interval-dependent driving of text production, the dependency on intervals has been shown to 
determine complementary morphologies for the two aspects of perspectivation. Therefore, it 
can be concluded that irreversible time constitutes the basic condition for a study of the 
impact of rotational dynamics on the evolving shapes.

From an evolutionary point of view, it is the biological nature of the produced text that 
constitutes the frame of reference. Considered as a biological system, it is the individual text 
which contains the information structure of the reproduced landscape. Therefore, the outcome 
of any textual transformation provides always its own unique physical context. When its real 
physical geometry is established as a non-Euclidean geometry of a (p) dimensional space, it 
has become possible to demonstrate a deeply ingrained commonalty with the root concept 
‘adeptness’ and to articulate its meaning by means of an information synthesis. Hence, 
processing commonalty means the processing of information symmetry. 

Symmetry has been captured on the basis of a new conservation principle, namely the 
“landscape” concept. Its combining form is addressing a sequence of discontinuations, but 
without any intervening textual dissociation. Since it has been made evident that the rhythmic 
and clocklike working mode of natural language production generates discontinuities, it can

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be concluded that discontinuity suggests a change in a previous form of expression, which 
implies a morphogenesis. Figure 2 presents the landscape of the Orientation (O) component. 
Conceived as a landscape, the Orientation preserves the physical system that carries the 
perspectivated information.

In disciplining the folding procedure, characterizing the three-dimensional landscape of 
Figure 2, the landscape has come into existence and parallels operating stress relations that 
have established the X- and Y- axes of the landscape. The X-axis represents the straining 
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effeets whereas the Y-axis aeeounts for the shearing effeet. The Z-axis denotes the 
aceeleration in the fusion process. Together, they show that the landscape has its specific 
adaptive layout. As a rule, it is always possible to associate a descriptor with fused textual 
segments. In this sense, a descriptor communicates the state that a system has been attracted 
to in the realisation of a particular action. 

The closeness of a specific descriptor to some other descriptor in space and time 
makes their fusion possible and transforms the entrenched point attractors into a structured 
configuration of state termini. Once a new terminus has come into existence, its 
transformation through successive states imposes rigour on the process of naming and 
generates the mentioned information specificity. Shared termini may emerge, but become 
identified by their “new” structural relations. Through the causal relationship between termini 
and the underlying structure, individual specificity makes evident that a particular text is 
contributing uniqueness in the way the centrality of a certain phenomenon is grasped. 

In an interval-dependent processing, at least one isolated phase singularity may arise 
in the conserving landscape. It follows that the pattern dynamics of natural language 
production must signify stability as well as change. Therefore, a macroscopic examination of 
a produced landscape and a local and global study of its singularities provides the condition 
for description and reconstruction of the underlying global text dynamics. 

Of a most fundamental scientific concern is the discovery of a configuration of 
descriptive terms, especially when related to a successful formation of the structural 
configuration underlying the provided quote. The description of the landscape of Figure 2 
begins with the generation of at least one textual variable, i.e. a “point attractor”, which must 
intersect a second attractor, carrying the value that must lead to the forming of a “state 
attractor”. By means of the operating angular articulations, a new perspective on the fusion 
dynamics opens and generates the information that has been embedded in the landscape. 

Thus, the focus is on the folding procedure, which is typical of the operator-valued 
function (Connes, 1994) that plays the crucial role in the foliation of dynamical states. As 
soon as a natural language expression is treated as system, the thermodynamic limit of its 
states may be determined through the Connes-fusion. The involved merging dynamics 
conserves both textual continuity in the form of an intrinsic system of coordinates, which has 
constraining space effects as well as discontinuity, which is related to deformation and strand 
rotation. The latter indicates that an evolving helix is winding the beta strand around the (O) 
component so that its defining thermodynamic path toward the global state attractor can be 
differentiated repeated times. Hence, Figure 2 is demonstrating the explicitness of the 
functional relation of the 0-component. 

Substitution through reappearing sequences of the channelling dummies (0) is 
achieved through discrete propagating cell states. Based on the textual segments, associated 
with point attractors, as the result of acting context variables, it becomes possible to capture 
the invariant condition of a coordinate-free A-O-kinematics and to name the evolving 
thermodynamic trajectories.

A smooth attractor state is a special case of a space, which is locally continuous (Connes, 
1994, p. 11). Although alpha and beta strands are by definition symmetric, individual 
rotations and fluctuations in one or the other can exhibit striking differences concerning a 
component’s speed and acceleration in the establishment of distance. In addition, it can be 
concluded that the breaking of evenness must appear with respect to pairs of values both 
within and between components. 

With a global view on the landscape, grouping of composites can be validated on the 
basis of the channelling concept (Wales, 2003, p. 62). Channelling must signify stability as 
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well as change. Hence, the changes in internal entropy and potential energy have a folding 
correspondence between these parameters and the groups of matching configurations. 
Formulating space and time by means of the Cannes algorithm (1994) has physical import, 
because it regards the measured relation as a relation between mutually dependent 
composites. It follows that the non-commutative geometric properties (Greene, 1999, pp. 379- 
380) of composites determine the basis for the distance-relations of subspaces. 

Emergent themes 

Table 1 contains, the global state attractor, manifested in Figure 2, namely Adeptness 
as the best approximation for communicating the outcome of the entire transformation path.

Adeptness 


Adeptness (Tei) has become the terminus of the final state of attraction. It signals a clear and 
unequivocal commitment to solidity and growth. Transforming the path towards its final state 
attractor begins with binding the state attractor Coaching (Tgo) backwards to Discernment 
(T47). In the case of the Brehon, the attractor has an obvious connection to one’s ability to 
obtain a sharp perception and to judge well. Considered as a virtue. Discernment means going 
past the opinion of people and to make a nuanced judgement about the property or quality of a 
dispute. A Brehon with this kind of personal quality is considered to possess wisdom. Noting 
the values of import in the process means weighing options that help to decide on the most 
important dimensions of an individual value system. Combining different value systems and 
the effects they may have requires time for decision making and is a main component for a 
successful discernment process. 

The phenomenon of Adeptness has been made the starting point for the discussion 
since this attractor provides the root to the conceptual framework. It appears to be based on 
skill and on whether a Brehon knew all three components of law: traditional law, poetry and 
(added later) canon law. Brehon law, while originating in oral legal history, enacted the first 
piece of copyright legislation in relation to written text in world legal history, reported in the 
battle of Ciil Dreimhne, i.e., battle of the book (J. A. Brennan, 2016, December 19). 

In Pre-Christian Medieval Ireland prior to the earliest written manuscript, law was 
practised by hereditary judges, known as bards or Fills, who passed on information orally 
down the generations. According to the Brehon law, they held the positions of 011am to a 
provincial High king or rf (mentioned in ‘The legal handbook’). Likewise, the office of a 
Brehon or judge could be held by a woman. Brigh Brigaide (around 50 CE) is mentioned in 
the Senchus Mor and her decisions were cited as precedents for centuries after her death. She 
was known as the great brig or Brigit, an honoured Brehon woman who is said to have healed 
a fellow judge, Sencha mac Ailella blotched face by correcting his biased judgement against 
women. 

The Brehons of ancient Ireland were wise individuals who were “Coaching” the High 
king, memorising and applying the laws to settle disputes among members of an extended 
family. The operating attractor appears at the basin of Figure 2. The Brehon, serving the High 
king is voluntarily mediating in a confidential process with the purpose to resolve a conflict. 
As mediator, he is actively assisting conflicting parties and is working towards an agreed 
settlement. As mediator, he maintains a balanced view and the parties themselves remain in

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eontrol of the terms of any resolution. Some Brehons were attaehed to elans, and were allotted 
a portion of land for their support. Others lived independently by their profession. They were 
reeognised as a professional elass apart from druids and bards, and beeame, by “Custom” 
(Table 4 below), to a large extent hereditary (L. Ginnell, 1894, ‘The Brehon laws. A legal 
handbook’). 

Moreover, a detailed deseription of the steps involved in the transformation, implies 
that a sequence of attractors allows for thorough abstraction and naming. For this process to 
be comprehensible, it is worthwhile to follow up the process of generating termini by going 
back to the text surface, because that is the place where the configurational structure of the 
text is anchored. To get some feeling for the way in which the recommended procedure works 
the result of the transformation process of Table 2 may be taken as an example.

Transformation on the beta strand, carrying the value (g=4.1133), begins with binding its 
grapheme strings to the point attractor (T 40 ), i.e., “Easing” is the name of the edge value of the 
underlying mesh. This is the first step in this process, which is illustrated in Table 3 with the 
variable (41).

The variable (41) connects to the grapheme string (‘... rested again ...’). According to the 
mesh representation, the curved line from the dummy to the variable of the singularity (T 40 ) is 
indicating that this string should be transformed to something else, which however no longer 
has any physical existence. The key words in the sequence encompass an indication of 
repetition. The most important clue is a feeling of security and private commitment which 
facilitates the furtherance of the people. There was no central power in Ireland which could 
enforce the law. It rested entirely on the action of private individuals, allied with the plaintiff 
and defendant through a well-developed system of sureties. 

As indicated in Table 3, the point attractor (T40) is operating on the state attractor 
(T39), of Table 2 which is named “Claim”. This implies a focus on defensive measures. 
Especially the setup of contracts and clauses that contain certain promises in an otherwise 
classless society provide for equal and fair handling of a case. For example, the operation of 
Easing on Claim is resulting in (T41), i.e., “Sagacity” which is addressing a Brehon trait, 
namely having the capacity to execute a solid judgement and to make intelligent choices. 

Through the regulation of contractual relationships, a Brehon’s sagacity shows the 
way to peace, prosperity, security and freedom for all Irish people. Kinship together with the 
setup of contracts are the most important elements in the legal system of the ancient Irish 
people. The regulation of contractual relationships are most likely to form the single most 
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essential element of all early ‘Celtie laws’. Ulick J. Bourke (1829-1887) noted in his work on 
the Aryan origin of the Gaelic race and language that “the varied lines of proof, tending all to 
one point, present in their collected force a most convincing argument that the Gaels were the 
first who came westward from the ancient Aryan region in Asia”. 

One major principle that governed the “Custom” of the Gaels is connected with the 
importance of one’s standing among the people of his group. The persistent rule governing all 
social life is attributed to the Custom which maintains permanence and order (Durant, 1962, 
p. 52). That premiums and fines did exist in the context of paying a “honour-price” as the 
preferred form of legal correction mechanism in the Irish society seems reasonable, since 
early Germanic laws applied the same principle.

(T34), which is the operating attractor in Table 4 and the result of the relationship, shown in 
Table 5.

“Trust” (T 31 ) in the Irish law matters and implies fostering of “Righteousness” (T 30 ) as an 
expression of impartiality and attention of the Irish clans to law. There is relatively strong 
evidence of a customary requirement for kin members to support and help each other in 
everyday life as much as in legal disputes (Charles-Edwards, 1993). The honour price was, in 
effect, a method for both making sure that agreements were abided by as well as to restore 
face to someone who had lost it. The higher the position held by a person in his society 
(Tuath) the higher was his honour price (Gaelic Culture, undated). Already the code of 
Hammurabi contained punishments proscribed for violations which differed according to the 
social status of both offender and victim (Roffer, 2015, p. 14) 

Proscription (Latin: proscriptio, plural: proscriptiones) initially meant public 
advertisements or notices signifying property or goods for sale. Table 6 may help to delineate 
the attractor (T25).

Proscription 
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The attractor (T 25 ) has obvious connections to a political context in which society approves, 
with varying degrees of nuance, support to the measures taken by the “English rulers” at 
Dublin (the Pale). 

The Irish historian Kathleen Winifred Hughes (1926-1977) concluded, that despite 
dispatched English “Proscription” (T 25 ) and conquest, beginning in the 12* century under 
Henry II and completed only under William III in the late 17* century, the Irish people has 
preserved its liberty since considering a defeat in war was anything more than a temporary 
limitation (Peden, 2012, December 13). As soon as the “Proscription” by the English state 
took place in Ireland, custom and kinship functioned under cover and never finished in the 
determination of judgment and thus remains the force behind the working of the Brehon law 
as the last authority of Irish life right up to the end of the British occupation. 

Emergent motifs 

In the morphogenesis of intention and the formation of motifs, structural stability is 
providing the basis for the landscape, depicted below in Eigure 3. The strategy, presented in 
the following, is based on the assumption that the intention, governing text production, can be 
discovered and made evident. This implies that the nature of a text becomes approachable. 
Any focus on the establishment of lawful relations must include the laws of intention, 
governing angular articulation and the characterization of dynamic string movements. 
Therefore, it is shown that the growth curve of motifs is evolving in a complex landscape. 

From an experimental point of view, it means that the “Agent” function is 
constitutional for the production of rotational movement patterns as well as for the 
development of open spaces. The theoretical significance of open spaces, marked by dummies 
[ 0 ], relates to the determination of evolving attractions and the way in which the attractions 
restrict the channelling of the produced articulations. This fact may be conceived of as a 
rigorous basis for an unambiguous and definite test of the validity of the space hypothesis. 
However, applying the space-concept to the study of natural language production requires a 
successful manifestation of the “string”-hypothesis, which was proposed by Greene (1999, pp. 
141-142). 

In particular, since the emphasis is on the establishment and visualization of motifs, it 
is a matter of realising a perspective. When a perspective has been materialised, it is 
governing the evolution of an autonomous intention space. Since the distinction between an 
[A] component and the corresponding dummy [0a] serves the function of forming 
entanglements, [0a] is responsible not only for the property of attraction but also for the 
property of channelling changes in perspective. This implies that the evolution of a structure 
of intention by necessity is coupled with system dynamics. When the outcome is mapped onto 
the three-dimensional space of Eigure 3, the shape of the space is really crucial for the 
consideration of its theoretical value. In observing the reproduced space, it is easily seen that 
the X-axis is representing the sliding in the progression of a particular a-variables, while the 
Y-axis relates to the periods and fractions of a period, governing the progression. As 
organising device, the parameter of the Y-axis plays an important role in connecting the 
direction of time with dynamic flows as reproduced in Table A1 of the Appendix. 

Extraction of the termini for the description of the Intention landscape 

A successful transformation of the abstraction process initiates one further step to be 
taken. This step concerns the extraction of the proper termini for the description of the nodes 
of the underlying A-mesh. The procedure (^), manifested in Table 7 may help to explain the 
outcome. The solution to the entire mesh is reproduced in Table A2 of the Appendix.

By looking for the variable to start with, following the path for (T53), Adeptness has appeared 
as the name of the root in the Intention spaee. In order to find the eorresponding path in the 
(O) mesh, switching to (variables!) and following the path to (variable47) allows for the 
extraction of the name of the state attractor immediately before the point of destination which 
is the terminus for the description of (T53), namely Adeptness. Finally, it is worthwhile to 
remember that the AaO-axiom stipulates that the “Agent” must get its description through the 
“Objective”, an axiom which has been validated empirically by the completion of this step.

Implications of the description process 

Adeptness as the root of intention is anchoring the administration of the Brehon law in 
the successful functioning of a “libertarian society” (Peden, 2012). Most important of its 
success is the doctrine of free will and absence of an absolute power centre. Only the colonial 
power of Britain has been able to intimidate the Irish people and characterize their 
“statelessness” with “barbarism”. How unjustified this attitude is may well be explained with 
the fate of the Mac Gregor clan of Scotland which was constituted on the same kind of Gaelic 
law as the Irish ‘tuatha’. On the third day of April 1603, his majesty James VI publicly 
banned the name of MacGregor, that it ”... should be altogether abolished, and that (all) 
persons of that Clan should renounce their name and take some other name, and that they nor 
none of their posterity should call themselves Gregor or McGregor thereafter under the pain 
of death.” (Duhaime.org, LawMuseum, 2014, August, 25) 

According to Peden (2017, April), Christopher Henry Dawson (1889-1970) is 
associated with the comment that “Ireland certainly relied upon kinship relationships in its 
social cohesion and it never by any stretch of imagination enjoyed the dubious benefit of a 
citizenship conferred by the absolute authority of the State” (for example Britain!). 

The system of sureties was so well developed in Irish law that there was no need for 
the English system of justice. Thus the peculiar absence of coinage among the Irish a 
thousand years after its introduction in Britain is further testimony to the absence of the State 
in Irish society. From a libertarian’s point of view “state power is unworkable and immoral” 
(Rothbard, 2006, ix). Eurthermore, the author noted on page 79 a most destructive conquest 
which the imperial English state created by ejecting numerous Irish people from their 
cherished land and a libertarian society which lasted for a thousand years. 

Intentionally conceived, the attractor Nonparticipation means in the context of the 
Irish societies (tuatha) that Ireland resisted over hundreds of years which was possible only 
because there was no Irish state that the British Empire could conquer and thereafter easily 
use to rule over the conquered native population. Nonparticipation by the Irish societies, i.e., 
the ‘tuatha’, gave the English power grab its flair of illegitimacy and a judicial decree of 
“unconstitutional” expansion of executive power which is the hallmark for the colonial 
attitude of the English power. A complex and continuing fear of the “barbarian” and 
unreliable people lies in the fear of the native enemy and eagerness to guard the “collective 
security of the Pale”, i.e., the English outpost at Dublin. 

The isolated garrison is instructive in demarking the issue of discrimination in relation 
to the attitude of the English ruling elite. One of the most shameful parts of compulsory 
enslavement of the Irish people is the treatment of their fostering with the purpose to make 
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them foreign to their own Gaelic Custom as described in the “Origin of the Gaelic Race and 
Language” by Bourke (1876). The measures against the people were frankly carried out with 
the purpose to remove them from their native societies. The English mentality was inhumane 
despite a humanitarian rhetoric about the virtue of a concentrated power centre. A 
comprehensive and systematic attack on this practice of profound violation of ethical 
principle has had little effect on the tyrannical approach of the police, the military forces or 
the law on someone’s judgment. But this provides an open prospect for unlimited tyranny. 

Intentionally conceived, the Irish people have lived together a thousand years and 
developed conventions that formed their behaviour long before the Englishmen arrived and 
dictated the rules that governed every sphere of human existence. As foreign power, they 
eroded stability and continuity of the existing social order. Its violation produced fear and 
discomfort or shame. Therein lies the source of Irish consciousness and moral sentiment 
which is the most striking difference between the English and the Irish social awareness. 

As the most remarkable historical example, the moral principles have been neglected 
because they were operating within the context of a purely stateless society. Custom in 
ancient Ireland would not rely blindly on non-aggression but rather on reason and the tradition 
of Brehon law principles. Intentionally conceived, this ancient Irish society was the most 
advanced and most scholarly developed society in all of Western Europe. In the first place, 
original Irish justice was based on a body of ancient and immemorial custom, passed down as 
oral and the written tradition through a class of professional jurists. They added glossed and 
applications to the law, much like the Romans in their “TwelveTable” law, to fit changing 
conditions. Einally, a liberal and democratic society, like that of ancient Ireland, could not 
tolerate any suspicion of a Brehon, judging dishonestly, which would cause their customers to 
melt away and their “decision” to be ignored (Rothbard, 2006, p. 292). 

The people in Ireland would themselves go to the judges with the greatest Reputation 
of expertise and wisdom in knowing how to apply the basic common legal principles of their 
society. However, the basic legal code would not rely on blind custom. What is asserted with 
the case of the ancient Irish society is that the Reputation does not hinge on any particular 
degree of goodness or badness, but on a society that will be the most moral and the most 
efficient as well as the least criminal and the most secure of person or property. Moreover, the 
very life of the court and the very livelihood of a judge will depend on his Reputation for 
integrity, fair-mindedness, objectivity and the quest for truth in very case (Rothbard, 2006, p. 
291). 

A difficult matter is connected with one’s right to own his Reputation. There has been 
attempts to restrict freedom of speech with the purpose to protect the Reputation of another 
person. Nonetheless, since no one can be the owner of other person’s subjective feelings and 
attitudes there cannot be any “property right” to one’s Reputation (Rothbard, 2006, p. 117). 

Proscription implies ‘Leave to Remain’, which refers to a new Irish famine account 
(Irishcentral Staff, in IrishCentral.com, 2019, March 14). It was our own people who knocked 
our cabin. The Peelers that came with them up the valley were Dublin boys. The landlord 
never made an appearance at all for he did not need to. He could get anyone he liked to do 
anything he liked because he had the pennies and they did not. Looking back it seems to me 
that you will never save a starving people with committees and yet that is what was attempted. 
“We were nothing and nothing could be done for us”. A new exhibition in the Little Museum 
of Dublin compares the experience of Irish Eamine victims and refugees of today, many of 
whom have sought protection in Ireland. Part of the exhibit is ‘Leave to Remain’ the account 
of a young Irishman on a coffin ship bound for Quebec in 1847 in words written by the Irish 
novelist Sebastian Barry. This is the text. The sad truth of hard times is that there are few 
heroes. (Irish Central Staff @ Irish Central, 2019, March, 24) 
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Suffering which became known as “An Gorta Mor” (The great hunger) in Gaeilge, 
millions of Irish people died and emigrated during Ireland's largest famine. The famine lasted 
from 1845 tol849. It was worst during 1847 which was known as Black '47 (Wikipedia, 2010, 
March): 

Our sin was that we were too many in the eyes of the government and that it would be 
a blessing on the country if we were to perish. In this way we were described as a 
plague on our country and nothing more than vermin and rats. Now a sensible and 
resourceful God was visiting destruction on us to rid the world of a colossal nuisance. 
Will I tell you that Jamie died beside me, a boy of some seven years? I felt for his 
body in the darkness and touched his cold form.” (Irish Central Staff @ Irish Central, 
2019, March 24) 

Habitation refers to the basic political and jurisdictional unit of Gaelic Ireland which 
is the Tuath which can refer to both a geographical territory as well as the people who lived in 
that territory. Each Tuath was self-contained with its own executive, assembly, courts system 
and defence force. The organization is covered within the Brehon law. The old Irish political 
system was altered during and after the English conquest and has been altered by its 
replacement und the new colonial system. 

Politically, Ireland is divided between the Republic of Ireland and Northern Ireland, 
which is Part of the UK. Irish culture has had a significant influence on other cultures, 
especially in the field of literature. Alongside mainstream Western culture, a strong 
indigenous culture exists. Large-scale emigration improved the economy and initiated a 
substantial economic growth. In 2000 Ireland was the sixth-richest country in the world in 
terms of GDP per capita. 


The State Sine Qua Non 

The sources of Irish law reflect lawgiving of various parliaments, which affected the 
country down through the ages. Notable omissions from the list include laws passed by the 
first and second Dail and the Brehon laws, which have been shown to have Celtic roots. They 
have no longer any legal significance (Gaelic Ireland, 2019, September 20). Silas 6 Gusain 
(2019) argued in his article about the characterization of Irish “nationhood” that it is not 
restricted to Gaelic Ireland but it is the cornerstone in its “ancient spiritual tradition” and a 
desire to achieve and maintain Irish sovereignty. 

The Irish “Eree State” existed between 1922 and 1948 and was finally declared a 
Republic in 1948. By ending a five-year long struggle for independence from Britain, the Irish 
State declared itself as an autonomous nation. The Irish put heavy emphasis on Gaelic 
revivalism and managed to carry out successfully a most conservative revolution. The 
essential interests in safeguarding its borders and sovereignty concerning external matters did 
include a progressive development, according to Article 25 ASR, and the possibility for 
Ireland to act unilaterally together with other states to safeguard its essential interests in 
relation to the international community as a whole (Heathcote, 2017). 

The “European Communities Act” of 1972, as amended, provides that treaties of the 
European Union are part of Irish law, along with directly effective measures adopted under 
those treaties. It also provides that government ministers may adopt statutory instruments to 
implement “European Union law” and that, as an exception to the general rule, such statutory 
instruments have effect as if they were primary legislation. Europeanisation had its impact on 
the economy of Ireland and implementation of the policy of the EEC (European Economic 
Community). The necessary political changes of Irish protectionism had significant effects on 
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the Irish partnership and necessary domestic adaptations to the structures of the single market 
(Rees, Quinn, & Connaughton, 2012). 

Of particular import is the necessity to get full accession to the Schengen area, which 
however at present is a red line that limits Irish people in their free movement over borders. It 
has become increasingly clear that Ireland (together with the UK) is suffering serious 
economic shortcomings and reputational costs as a result of its separate visa and border 
management policies (Emerson, 2011, July). 

In the economic sphere, the Irish state has had a mixed performance. On 
independence, it was one of the wealthier countries in Europe per head of population (Eee, 
1989, p. 513). Eor much of its history, the state struggled to rectify the inherited problems 
from British rule i.e., unemployment, emigration, uneven geographical development and lack 
of a native industrial base. Particular peaks of emigration were recorded during the 1930s, 
1950s and 1980s, when the Irish economy recorded little growth (History of the Republic of 
Ireland, Wikipedia, 2019, March 25). 


Discussion 

To understand Ireland in broader historical terms and in a world-systemic context its 
modem development were based on a market-driven economy, private property and an Irish 
variation of a privatised sense of selfhood. Ireland and Irish identity were markedly affected 
by the country’s status as a supplier of agricultural raw materials for British markets. In its 
relation to the British Commonwealth, it shows high standards of existence and democratic 
freedom. Still, British rule is linking Ireland to its broader world system. The state-centred 
approach of modern Ireland regards favourably the fact that it as a “nation state” {Wikipedia, 
2019, October 01), can exist only within the larger system of states and institutions that 
recognize, legitimate and help to enforce its authority and control over the Isle (Beatty, 2016, 
p. 6). Existing dependencies on British influences did simultaneously activate the hidden 
power dynamics of the Irish society. As the Union with England was dissolved, some changes 
were observable in the British power play as ‘Colonials’, but Ireland continued to be ruled by 
the Irish people. Barring them from political power “was a luxury that the British mling class 
could no longer afford” (Allen, 2012, p. 92). 

Connolly (1919) expected a return to a glorious past and the lost Irish communal 
economy. He promoted a historical sense and language by claiming that ‘socialism’ in Ireland 
would imply a return to Brehon laws and the only way the ‘working class members’ in their 
own turn “can emerge in the divinity of Ereemen with the right to live as men and not as mere 
profit-making machines for the service of others” (Markievicz, 1925).
